The report telegraphed to the Star Novem­ 
ber 24th from Shakespeare, of the killing of 
King and the wounding of Bill Smith, 
alleged horse thieves of San Simon, which 
was stated to have occurred at Downing’s 
ranche, Animas mountains, proves to have 
been false. Twenty-two head of stock were 
recovered by Turner, Martin and party, and 
an engagement occupying several hours actu­ 
ally took place, hut it was bloodless. Turner 
and Martin, when returning to San Simon 
from Shakespeare on Friday evening last, 
were ambushed at Granite Gap by King and 
his gaDg. Martin was killed instantly, being 
shot in the head. Three head of stock were 
shot down and killed in the affray. Turner 
escaped. 
A regular vendetta has been commenced in 
che San Simon valley. The combatants are 
largely composed of men who left Lincoln 
county, New Mexico, some two months ago 
under a warm pressure. 
Both Shakespeare and this city show a re­ 
markable business activity. The stage coaches 
are crowded with passengers daily. Shake­ 
speare people are agitating the question of 
starting an express to compete with the fast 
freights and mails, both of which, for some 
cause, are seriously detained. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad is now 22 
miles beyond Rio Mimbres. There exists 
quite a rivalry between the Southern Pacific 
and Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fa roads as 
to which will reach El Paso first.

GREAT VOLCANIC ERUPTION. 
Mauna Loa, Hawaii, Sends Out Rivers of 
Molten Lava Thirty Miles Long. 
The Hawaiian Gazette of November 18th 
publishes an extra describing the reeent 
marvelous eruption of the great volcano of 
Manna Loa, which appears to have been 
one of the grandest of modern times. It 
broke out about 7 p. m. on Friday, Novem­ 
ber 5th, about six .miles north of the sum­ 
mit crater of Mokuaweoweo on Mauna 
Loa, and flowed down the elevated plateau 
lying between Mauna Loa and Kea, Bend­ 
ing out two branches, one from near its 
source towards the old crater of Kilauca, 
and another branch further down, tending 
towards the east. On Wednesday, Novem- 
11th, the flow could be seen distinctly from 
Hilo winding its way towards Puns, with 
a small branch stream running towards 
Hilo. The stream running towards Puna 
was about thirty miles in length, and from 
100 to 200 yards in width, with a depth of 
about twenty feet. 
A correspondent of the Gazette accom­ 
panied a party to view the grand sight, 
and they climbed the mountain side. 
Soon, he says, as the fog gradually eleared 
from off tho sides of the mountain, we saw 
a tremendous river of fire pouring down 
the steep sides. We could see it dis­ 
tinctly dou n the slope, till it ran into the 
fog bank, which had settled like a huge 
snow-bed all over the lowlands. The fife 
was an intense white light, and was run­ 
ning furiously downward. They then went 
towards Puna to see the molten rivers by 
night, and, he adds, the moon set, and 
still it was light enough to see to read. 
Away above us in the heavens shone the 
brilliant fountain head, and thence to the 
end was a continuous stream of liquid lava. 
There lay a river of fire before us at least 
thirty milts long, every inch of which was 
one bright rolling tide of tire. There was 
not a single break in the whole length. 
The whole front edge, being about three- 
fourths of a mile wide, was n most in­ 
tensely brilliant light, and as it slowly ad­ 
vanced and rolled over the small trees and 
scrub, bright flames would flash up and 
die out along its whole edge. 
Then there were giant explosions, vast 
and terrible, as if tho earth was being shat­ 
tered by earthquakes, and all at once a 
huge dome of molten lava was thrown up 
about half way up the mountain side, and 
continued to flow over like an immense 
fountain. 
The next day the party crossed the old 
lava beds for about 1,000 feet. Not twen­ 
ty feet distant was this immense bed of 
lava slowly moving forward with irresisti­ 
ble force, bearing on its surface huge rocks 
and immense bowlders of tons weight. The 
whole front edge was one bright red mass 
of solid rock incessantly breaking off from 
the towering mass and rolling down to the 
foot of it, to be again covered up by an­ 
other avalanche of white-hot rocks and 
sand. The mass was at its front edge from 
twelve to thirty feet in hight. Along the 
whole line of its advance it was one crash 
of rolling, sliding, tumbling red-hot rock. 
We could see no tire or liquid lava at all, 
but tho whole advance line of red hot 
stones and scoria-. There were no explo­ 
sions while we were near the flow, only a 
tremendous roaring like ten thousand blast 
furnaces all at work at once. 
Some fears of the safety of Hilo are still 
entertained, but the flow seems turning in 
another direction. 


AUSTRALASIA. 
By the steamship City of New York, 
which arrived at San Fi ancisco yesterday, 
we have later dates from the Australasian 
Provinces: 
NEW ZEALAND. 
The natives at Pungarehu are still ob­ 
structing the constabulary, and it has be­ 
come necessary to place sentries night and 
day at the camp in order to watch the 
actions of the natives. They are not satis­ 
fied with impounding horses, but now seek 
to levy blackmail on travelers, and have 
succeeded in making pakehas pay for the 
privilege of using the Queen’s highway. 
New Zealand is still under an acting 
Governor, and there is no definite news as 
yet of when Sir Arthur Gordon may be 
expected. Trade is dull, especially in the 
southern parts of the Colony, but there 
are signs that a revival ¡3 near. The 
revenue returns have lately shown a ten­ 
dency to increase, and altogether a better 
feeling prevails. 
AUSTRALIA. 
On the 31st ultimo news was brought to 
Auckland of a massacre on hoard the brig- 
atine Borealis, of Auckland, at an island 
iu the Solomon Group, while the Captain, 
the Government Agent and a boat’s crew 
were on shore. The natives took posses­ 
sion of the vessel and massacred six men. 
The Newcastle miners have again re­ 
turned to work. 
The Wallsend Co-operative and Minnie 
miners, New South Wales, have struck, 
and others threaten to do so, unless they 
receive the back pay due to them, in ac­ 
cordance with the recent arbitration. 
George Valentine, well known in bank­ 
ing circles in Sydney, is dead. 
The National Bank of Sydney has de­ 
clared a dividend of 12A per cent and added 
115,000 to the reserve fund, besides curry­ 
ing forward £7,500. 
Mr. Proudfoot, contractor, of Dunedin, 
Otago, has made an offer to the authorities 
to construct a tramway in Melbourne.

Items from Portland. 
P ortland, November 20th. — Frank G. 
Pearce, who entered a plea of guilty of 
larceny, was sentenced in the State Circuit 
Court to-day to one year in the Penitentiary. 
The case of the State vs. _ Peter Schmerr, 
charged with assault with intent to commit 
rape, is on trial in the Circuit Court to-day. 
The argument was closed and the matter 
submitted to the jury. 
Yesterday a farmer named Chris. Hesse, 
living in Washington county, had an alterca­ 
tion with the boss of a gang of Chinamen, 
who were doing grubbing on his farm. Dur­ 
ing the row a Chinaman struck Hesse over 
the head with a shovel, inflicting a severe 
wound. 
Another Chinaman interfered in 
behalf of Hess, when the bosB turned on him. 
A scuffle ensued, resulting in the murderous 
boss receiving a dangerous stab in the shoul­ 
der. Several parties have been arrested and 
held awaiting the result of the injuries of 
Hess and the Chinaman. 
While the City Marshal of Corvallis was 
conducting, yesterday, a drunken man named 
J. Wesley to jail, the latter drew a knife and 
stabbed the former in the abdomen, inflicting 
a dangerous wound. WfBley has been held 
to answer on a charge of assault with intent 
to commit murder.

CASTING 
THE 
ELECTORAL 
VOTES. 


To-day being the first Wednesday in 
Ih-cember, the Presidential Electors are 
required to meet at the Capitals of their 
respective States and cast their votes for 
President and Vice-President. 
The law 
requires that they shall assemble at 2 r. m ., 
and Congress has in practice held that 
strict compliance with its provisions, both 
a- to time aud place, is indispensable. 
When assembled tbe Electors each vote 
f e his choice, aLd the vote so cast is 
signed in triplicate. 
One copy is deposited 
in the archives of the State, one is sent by 
trail to the President of the United States 
S nate, and one is forwarded by a special 
messenger to the Secretary cf State. 
Roth 
h-.uses of Congress assemble in joint 
Convention on the sc-cond Wednesday of 
February, 1881, to count the vote. 
How 
that vote shall be counted has unfortunate­ 
ly never been determined with sufficient 
certainty. 
The Constitution says “ the 
“ President of the Senate shall, in the 
•* presence of the Senate and House of 
“ Representatives, open all the certificates, 
“ and the votes shall then be counted.” 
The powers and functions cf the President 
of the Senate require to be better defined 
in this connection. 
Fortunately there is 
no reason to apprehend that any attempt 
will this time be made to tamper with the 
declared will of the people, but the matter 
ought to have been adjusted before the 
late election, beyond question. 


THE VOTE OF THE NATION. 


It has been estimated that 9,1112,595 
votes were cast at the late Presidential 
election, and that they were distributed as 
follows : 
Republican, 4,439,415; Demo­ 
cratic, 4,436,014. 
It is therefore said that 
Garfield's plurality over Hancock is only 
3,401, and from these figures arguments 
are drawn to support the hypothesis that 
popular opinion is very evenly divided. 
Now it is necessary to point out that all 
such deductions are preposterous, and all 
such arguments worthless. 
The truth is 
that the vote of the nation is not given in 
the official returns, and that tbe figures 
which represent the Democratic vote are 
utterly untrustworthy. 
In at least ten 
States of the Union there was not a free 
ballot and a fair count at the late election, 
and in all those States the votes of the 
Republicans were i ejectod, or Democratic 
majorities were fabricated to overcome 
those votes. 
These arc facts which render 
all talk about the evenness of the vote 
■imply ridiculous. 
The Republican vote 
has not l>een fairly represented, and the 
Democratic vote Í3 largely a work of im­ 
agination. 
It will be time enough to dia- 
en -s the significance of the vote of the 
two parties throughout the country when 
wc- know what that vote was, bat we can­ 
not know it from the official returns, and 
wc never shall know it until Mexican poll- 
tics are rooted out from the Southern .

THS QUISTIDN CT COMPULSORY VAC­ 
CINATION. 


The question of compulsory vaccination 
in the public schools :s receiving a great 
deal of attention at present, principally 
because some doubt has arisen in the pub­ 
lic mind as to whether the operation is 
rea'ly a protection. 
Cases have undoubt­ 
edly -occurred iu which vaccination has 
failed to protect the patient, and other 
cases have occurred in which disease has 
been communicated through the use of 
impure lymph. 
These cases, however, 
have been very much exaggerated by 
public apprehension, and a close exam­ 
ination of the data of the subject does not 
justify any withdrawal of confidence from 
vaccination, 
when it is properly per­ 
formed. 
At the same time it is entirely 
reasonable for the public to complain of 
the law if it does not afford them guaran­ 
tees against careless or futile vaccination. 
The law is founded on the theory that the 
.State has a right to protect itself against 
epidemic diseases, and that to secure this 
protection it must be empowered to em­ 
ploy somewhat arbitrary measures. 
It 
does r.ot require much reflection to per­ 
ceive the justice of this position. 
There 
are always a great many people in a 
community who, from ignorance, obstinacy, 
selfishness, or some other motive, would, 
if left to themselves, neglect all precautions 
during the prevalence of an epidemic. 
Those who are simp'y ignorant are often 
the hardest to convince of the necessity of 
such an operation as vaccination. 
They 
revolt at the idea of taking matter from 
the body of a calf and introducing it into 
the blood of their children or theraselve3. 
They do not perceive that it is a much 
inore serious matter to take the germs of 
perhaps fatal disease from the atmosphere, 
from contact with diseased persons, or in 
other ways. 
It is therefore necessary that 
the State should use its authority in the 
case of such people, not only for their 
good, but for the protection of the com­ 
munity. But if the State has ample justifi­ 
cation for interference in such matters it is 
also under obligations and restrictions, any 
neglect of which transforms, or may trans­ 
form, its exercise of legitimate authority 
into an act of intolerable and stupid 
despotism. 
Thus it is undeniable that the 
State has a right to insist upon general vac­ 
cination ; but it is by no means the case 
that it has a right to insist upon general 
vaccination without guaranteeing the ef­ 
fectiveness 
and 
completeness 
of 
the 
methods employed. For vaccination is not 
all the same. 
It may be bad as well as 
good. 
It may be ineffective, and it may 
even be deleterious, if proper precautions 
are not taken. 
The State therefore is 
hound, when it decrees general vaccina­ 
tion, to see that only the very best methods 
are employed,and it is not justified in leav­ 
ing this important consideration to chance. 
There should be a State machinery for pro­ 
curing and distributing the lymph, and 
every precaution should ba taken to insure 
the use of that which had been supplied 
through this machinery. 
Nothing less 
than this can be regarded as a fulfillment 
of the State’s duty, and if this is not done 
the public has a right to complain. 


In regard to the eihciency of vaccination 
it may be interesting to state a few facts. 
Fortunately the statistics of the subject 
are very full, aud the conclusions of science 
have been based upon such broad researches 
that they are quite trustworthy. 
The 
investigations of Dr. Seaton, a standard 
authority ou the question, embraced half 
a million casea of children. 
He says that 
with good lymph and the observance of all 
proper precautions there should not be 
more than one failure in 170 casen. In 1S63, 
during an epidemic of sivull-pox in London, 
he examined 50,000 case3. 
He found that 
of every 1,000 children who had been vac­ 
cinated the percentage of disease was but 
1.78. 
His general conclusions were that 
the best vaccination was more than 30 
times as protective as the worst, but that 
the worst was more than 47 times better 
than none at all. 
Another physician, Dr. 
Marson, found, from the study of 15,000 
case3, that while the unvaccinated died at 
the rate of 37 per cent., the deaths among 
those who had been vaccinated were only 
64 per cent. 
The average risk which vac­ 
cinated ptrsons run is estimated by him at 
one-sixth of that 
incurred by uuvac- 
ciur.tcd 
persons, 
while 
the 
risk 
of 
those who are- well 
vaccinated is less 
than one-seventieth of the others. 
These 
demonstrations coaid be multiplied indefi 
nitely from the valuable researches which 
have been made by army surgeons in all 
parts of Europe. 
The evidence is cumu­ 
lative, and it is really almost all one way. 
Thera is no sufficient rearen to doubt the 
usefulness of vaccination, in fact, and tho 
contrary notions which just new find 
expression are based 
upon exaggerated 
estimates of exceptional esses. 
Vacci­ 
nation, well performed, must be regarded 
as the one trustworthy protection against 
small-pox. 
When it fails it will almost 
certainly appear that it was not well per­ 
formed, or that it was performed too long 
ago. 
Seven years is quite as long r.a it 
should be trusted to, aDd then revaccina­ 
tion should be performed. 
W ith good 
lymph and intelligent application, how­ 
ever, this is the best guarantee that can 
possibly be had against emall-pox, and 
those who fear bad results from it have 
only to look well to the character of the 
lymph and the competency of tho physi­ 
cian who performs the operation, to be as 
safe as science can make them. 
Of course 
carelessness and negligence are dangerous, 
but these the State ought to guard against. 


THE 
ELECTORAL 
SYSTEM. 


The Chicago Tribune., while admitting 
that “ there are sound and weighty argu- 
“ ments for electing a President by the 
“ vote of the whole people," advances con­ 
siderations which it regards as constituting 
insurmountable objections to this proposi­ 
tion- 
It says : “ The first condition for 
“ massing all the votes together, and being 
“ governed by the majority or plurality 
“ of the whole, is that they should be all 
“ eqnaily honest; that the meaning ef the 
“ word suffrage should be the same in every 
“ part of the Uuion. 
It Í3 notorious that 
“ at present this is not tbe case. 
In eight 
“ or ten ex-slave States the elective fran- 
“ chise has become a faroe and a fraud, 
“ and in five at least the rule of the minor- 
“ ity has been established, and is now sus- 
“ tained by scoundrelism and violence. If 
“ the inducements were strong enough tho 
“ same might easily be true of all the 
“ other Southern States. 
If the result of 
“ the Presidential election depended on 
“ the popular majority, not even Missouri 
“ or Maryland could be trusted to pre­ 
s e r v e a free ballot and a fair count. 
“ In Mississippi, Alabama, South Carolina 
“ and Louisiana, under the same circum- 
“ stances, the popular majorities would 
“ be limited only by the necessities of 
“ the occasion." This is true, but it does 
not constitute an insurmountable objection 
to the popular vote scheme. 
The Tribune 
seems to forget that precisely the same 
dangeis and the same objections grow out of 
tho election by the electoral college. Given 


the permanence of the conditions nrw ! 
existing at the South, and it will not be 
merely a question of electing the Presi­ 
dent, but of preserving the republic. 
The 
permanence of those conditions ia of course 
incompatible with any form of free govern­ 
ment, and if we are to assume that they 
will remain we may as well abandon all 
hope of reform in any direction, and begin 
to make preparations for the final catastro­ 
phe at once. 
It must be, it appears to us, 
assumed as an indispensable preliminary 
to any discussion of cognate questions, 
that the integrity of the suffrage will be 
restored at the South before another Presi­ 
dential election is held. 
If the Republican 
party caDnot achieve that it had better dis­ 
band, for assuredly it will effect nothing 
worth doing unless it begins with that, and 
unless 
it 
postpones 
everything 
else 
to 
that. 
Of course 
if 
votes 
can­ 
not 
be 
counted 
as they 
are 
cast, 
in half the States of the Uuion, re­ 
publican government is practically at an 
end, and Mexican anarchy has begun. 
To 
say that there is no remedy for this, how­ 
ever, is to say that the Union of 
the 
States, and the Constitution, and the 
whole scheme of American government, 
are failures together, and we aro not pre­ 
pared to admit so much at present. 
The 
Tribune proves far too much, if it proves 
anything, for if it lias become impossible 
any longer to trust the people, there is cer­ 
tainly no hope of recovery. 
Of course it 
must be admitted that at present a popular 
vote in the Southern States would be a 
farce, for we see plainly that an election 
by the electoral college is, so far as those 
States are concerned, a farce. 
The solid 
Southern votes which will be cast for 
General Hancock do not represent real ma­ 
jorities obtained for him. 
But this kind of 
fraud can be carried out as well by the 
present system as by a popular vote, and 
therefore reliance upon the present system 
will not help us. 
The course to take is to 
so legislate that frauds of any kind will 
either be impossible or futile. 
That done 
it will be quite practicable to introduce the 
system of majority election. 


SHERMAN ON 
SILVER. 


TELEGRAPHIC. 


It is said that Secretary Sherman will 
propose in his report that tho coinage of 
silver dollars be discontinued for a year, or 
that, failing this measure, the amount of 
silver in them shall be increased to 450 
grains. 
The latter step would certainly 
kill the silver party, which ha3 not and 
never had any use for a full-value silver 
dollar. The great charm of the "buzzard” 
dollar in the eyes of that party has always 
been its overvaluation. 
No hocus-pocus 
could be performed with a full-value dollar, 
and therefore we should expect this propo­ 
sition to be vehemently opposed by the 
friends of fiat money. 
Any attempt, how­ 
ever, to make silver an equal factor with 
gold in the currency is, we think, impracti­ 
cable. The metal is exposed to too frequent 
and violent fluctuations to give it a stable 
position. 
By putting 450 grains of silver 
in the dollar it might be made full value 
for tho time being, but there could be 
no guarantee against a radical chaDge in 
the ia!ue of silver within the next six 
months, and if that occurred it would be 
necessary to make another change in the 
coin. 
No doubt the measure proposed by 
Mr. Sherman would tend to remove one of 
the main objections to the 
“ buzzard” 
dollar, but it would not affect the fact that 
silver is not fitted for anything but a sub­ 
sidiary coinage. 
If Secretary Sherman is 
going out of office he can afford to be 
plainspoken with Congress and the coun­ 
try, and lie knows veiy w'ell that what 
ought to be done is to cease coining silver 
altogether, and sell it as fast aa possible 
without breaking the market. 
Congress 
is only too ready to hunt crude and inef­ 
fective compromises, without being helped 
by suggestions of that kind, and Mr. Sher- 
mau has made too strong a reputation as 
a financier to lose it now by half-hearted 
and unscientific proposals. 


THE 
STATE 
OF 
THE 
NAVY, 


Secretary Thompson cannot find any­ 
thing encouraging to say about the navy, 
except that he has not expended all the 
appropriations. 
This 
is 
doubtless due 
mainly to the circumstance that they were 
too meager to accomplish anything with, 
and that therefore it was thought best to 
attempt nothing. 
There are 130 vessels 
of all kinds, and this looks like quite a 
respectable figure. 
When the list is ana­ 
lyzed and sifted, however, it will appear 
that there really exists no navy deserving 
the name, and certainly nothing which 
would be of the slightest use in resisting 
an attack from any of the improved war 
vessels of tho European powers. 
Oar 
navy in fact is emphatically on a peace es­ 
tablishment. 
We have no powerful ships, 
to begin with ; and the few second and 
third-rate vessels we do own are rapidly 
rotting. 
The Secretary makes an appeal 
to Congress for more ships, and thinks at 
least one first-class ironclad should be 
built every year. 
At that rate it would 
take long enough to bring us abreast of the 
great maritime powers, but if we do not 
scon make a beginning we shall never ac­ 
complish anything. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITi MS. 


I From San Francisco exchanges of November 30th. 
The steamer Belgic left Yokohama on 
the 26th, and may be looked for here about 
the 13 th proximo. 
Some new quarter dollars, coined at the 
San Francisco Mint in 1S77, but never put 
in circulation, arc being paid out at the 
Sub Treasury in this city. 
Up to last evening the tax collections 
amounted to $300,975. 
Between the hours 
of 9 a. 31. and 1 r. m. to-day the sum of 
130.000 was collected, making a total of 
«330,975. 
There was but little excitement around 
tlie British Consulate yesterday, the only 
vessel shipping a crew being the Gryfe. 
Sailors are still scarce, and masters are by 
no means particular as to the quality of the 
men they obtain. 
During the present month the Mint in 
this city has coined 32,000 double eagles, 
37.000 eagles, 200,000 half eagles and 800,­ 
000 standard dollars—in all, 1,069,000 
pieces, of the value of $2,810.000. 
There 
was sent to the country $48,000 in stand­ 
ard dollars. 
It is stated that the attorneys of the 
Pacific Coast Steamship Company will sue 
out an injunction to restrain the Railroad 
Commissioners from interfering in any 
manner with their affairs, and that the pa­ 
pers are so nearly ready for filing that the 
matter will be brought to a focus within 
the next few days. 
The block bounded by Howard, Folsom, 
Ninth and Tenth street? is at present the 
Ecene cf considerable activity, an artesian 
well company being engaged in the erec­ 
tion of large tanks for the storage and dis­ 
tribution of water drawn from the artesian 
wells on the ¡¡¡round. 
There are three 
wells on the property, one being twenty- 
two inches in diameter, another ten inches, 
and the third still smaller. 
The larger 
well has a capacity of 25,000 gallons per 
hour. 
The threo wells are from 190 to 
195 feet deep. 
The combined capacity of 
the storage aud distributing tanks will be 
about 63,000 gallons. 
The water will have 
a pressure of nearly 100 feet. 
Distribut­ 
ing maic3 have bean laid over coasiderable 
territory for the supply of customers, and 
as boob as the increased storage capacity 
and pumpiüg machinery thall have been 
finished the area covered by the water 
mains will be enlarged. 
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DOMESTIC NEW S. 


Matters at Washington. 
WASHINGTON, November 30;h.—There are 
less than thirty members of Congress in the 
city. 
Among this number there is not a 
single one who advocates an extra Hession of 
the Forty-seventh Congress or the indulgence 
iu any tactics to bring it about. 
The present outlook is that the coming 
session will be devoted almost exclusively, 
besides counting the Electoral vote, to the 
passage of the regular appropriation bilí», a 
funding bill, and perhaps an apportionment 
bill. _ 
It is not believed, despite the forthcoming 
recommendation of the President and Secre­ 
tary cf the Treasury, that there will be any 
legislation to affect the present status of the 
standard silver dollar, with respdcl to its 
weight or amount of coinage. 
No amendatory tariff legislation is antici­ 
pated. 
Undoubtedly an effort will again be 
made to put salt and paper pulp on the 
free list, but the whole subject of tariff re­ 
vision will more probably be consigned to a 
Commission, as proposed by the Eaton bill. 
The general disposition is to keep politics cut 
of tho debate as much as possible, especially 
in the House, 
If the Republicans manifest a desire to 
make the ses-ion one of business on y the 
Democrats will undoubtedly be disposed to 
accommodate them. 
The Republicans urge an extra session, to 
enable their party to secure control of the or­ 
ganization of the House directly after March 
4th. This will be frowned down by the lead­ 
ers. All that could be gained by such con­ 
trol would be a few offices, aud the disposi­ 
tion of tlie Republican leaders is to let the 
Demoorats hold on to them until December 
of next year. 
Of course there will be a special session of 
the Senate to confirm President. Garfield’s ap­ 
pointments. How long this will last will de­ 
pend first upon the nature of the struggle 
that may take place over the matter of organ­ 
ization, and, secondly, upon a possible con­ 
tingency that the new Chinese treaty may 
not by that time have been ratified. 
If not, 
the Senate will doubtless remain in session as 
long as May, in order to dispose of it, the 
Chinese question having now reached that 
degree of national interest that neither party 
will care to ignoré it. 
There is also reason to 
believe that in the event of tho speedy rati­ 
fication of the new treaty next winter, some 
measure similar to the fifteen passenger bill 
may be promptly euacted to make it effectual 
before tho present Congress expires on the 4th 
of March by limitation.

The Simcoe left Chicago on the 18th 
with a cargo of 19,000 bushels of corn, and 
general freight. She had severe gales on 
Lake Michigan, accompanied with heavy 
snow-storms, which sho weathered. 
Early 
on the morning of the 21th. whilst off Provi­ 
dence Bay, on tho south side of Manitoulin 
Island, the sea was so heavy that it broke 
through tbe engine-room, putting out the 
fires. The ship became completely unman­ 
ageable, ar.d remained in the trough of the 
sea taking ia water until noon, when she 
sank. As she filled her upper works were 
forced away, carrying Lie life-boats with it. 
The five men named succeeded in relsa-ing 
one of the boal3 from the wieck, an 1 got 
into 
it. 
T hey 
then 
tried 
to 
rescue 
others who wtre clinging to the upper works, 
but were unable to reach them. 
When the 
hull went down theremainderof the crew wero 
.standing forward by the bow and made no ap­ 
parent effort to save themselves. Alter wit­ 
nessing the wreck, the life-boat, containing 
the five per-ons, made for Providence Bay, a 
distance of twenty miles, from which place 
they went by 3teamer to Manitowang, where 
they took the steamer Manitoulin for this 
port.

T h e P o p u la tio n or N o ith c rn Alaska. 
W a s h in g to n , November 30th.—Ivan Pe- 
troff, who was sent out last May to take the 
census of Alaska, leturned to Washington 
to day. He traveled to Alton, the extreme 
western end of the Aleutian Island, north­ 
ward to Norton Sound, up the Yucoa river 
900 miles, and overland and by canoes to 
Kodiak, getting all the population west of 
Sitka and north of Prince William’s Sound. 
The population of the southeastern portion 
of Alaska was to be taken by a deputy, who 
ha3 not yet reported. 
Petrotf’s enumeration 
of Alaska aggregates about 22,000, of which 
about 18,000 are Indians, 1,300 Aleuts, 1,300 
creoles, or mixed Russian and Aleut blood, 
128 white males and 4 white females. The 
largest population in any one center is at 
Kodiae and an adjacent island, where there 
are about 2,200, principally Indians, Aleuts 
and creoles, with a few whites. 
Iu addition 
to the above population in Alaska, Captain 
Smith, the ice pilot of the revenue steamer 
Corwin, counted 2,200 Esquimaux between 
Behring Straits and Point Narrow. 
It is 
estimated that Alaska contains about 30,000 
human beings, of which possibly 300 are 
whites. 
A S w in d le r R u n In E a rth . 
N ew Y oiik, November 30th.—A swindler 
who has been long sought by the police was 
arrested in this city to-day. 
In September, 
1879, a pel son who passed under the name of 
Hugh Leslie Courtney crosse i the ocean in 
the steamship Wyoming to this country. To 
his fellow passengers he represented himself 
as Lord Courtney, nephew of Lord Durham, 
and succeeded in imposing on many. 
He 
made the acquaintance of Mrs. Colonel Floyd 
of Philadelphia, who was a passenger, and 
gained her confidence. He disappeared in 
this city, and with him a eatchel containing 
some very valuable diamonds which be had 
taken as if in a joke from the hands of Mrs. 
Floyd. 
He was traced to the Clarendon 
Hotel, but too late. The Scotland Y ards de­ 
tectives sent on his photograph as that of a 
common swindler, wanted iu England for nu­ 
merous petty crimes. 
Last August a man 
who represented himself as Marquis Lapierre 
Hereford obtained $300 at the L indon Bank 
of Utah in Salt Lake, on a draft for E150 
on Ranson, Bonverie i Co. He received a 
drafc for the rest, $450, on Morton, Bliss & 
Co., agents of the bank in New York. This 
he cashed in Indianoplis, when it was discov­ 
ered that the original draft was forged. The 
detectives charged with arresting the forger 
to-day met him on Broadway and took him 
to the police headquarters, where his identity 
with “ Lord Courtney ” was established by 
means of a photograph. 
He is wanted also 
for other minor swindles in this city.

CHIMES 
ACCUMULATING.

also finding therein the suit of clothes stolen 
from Adam Damrn, at the Pacific Oyster 
House ; the hand-cuffs stolen in officer Jack­ 
son’s valise some time since from the Mc­ 
Cormick Hou«e, and Jackson’s boots, which 
were also in the valise when stolen, but were 
upon Francis’ feet when arreBted. 
Iu addi­ 
tion to these articles which were thus recog­ 
nized, a large amount of others were found 
in his tiuuk, which were believed to have 
been stolen, and ia relation to which facts 
are now coming to light. 
W hen Francis was 
searched a t the station-house when tiist ar­ 
rested, he had three pocket-handkerchiefs in 
his pockets, one of which, having a colored 
border, he evinced a strong anxiety to take 
with him into the cell. 
This kerchief now 
proves to have been in the coat pocket of the 
suit which he had stolen from Adam Damrn, 
which accounts fur his care in regard to it, as 
he probably then supposed tbe trunk at the 
hotel containing the suit would not be dis­ 
covered.

In Francis’ trunk was found a tin box in 
which was a large amount of mining stock 
certificate.-, account books, etc., iu relation to 
which he failed to give any satisfactory in­ 
formation. Y esterday M. I,. Chandler, having 
seen the statem ent in the R ecord-U n iON 
th at such a box had been found in Francis’ 
trunk, 
called 
at 
the 
police 
office and 
found th at it belonged to him, and also a part 
of the mining stock, the account books, and 
a couple of pictures. 
They were stolen from 
his room in the International Hotel, aud he 
wa3 not aware until now that they had beeu 
stolen. 
Base evening M orris M arks exam­ 
ined fTancis’ effects, and discovered afine 
leather cigar-case, a fancy collar-box and 
other artilles which were stolen from his 
room at the Fourth Aveuue House, on Fourth 
street, about a year ago. 
The clue leading to 
this identification was a receipt in favor of 
M r. M arks, which was found in Francis’ 
papers. 
This makes at least four cases of 
burglary already indicated against the pris­ 
oner, aud there is a large list of articles still 
waiting owners. Oa the 24th of October last 
a valuable shotgun was stolen from a room in 
the International, and the police now believe 
they have proof th at Francis offered the gun 
for sale a day or two afterwards in the city, 
and expect to soon find w hat disposition was 
made of it, and fasten the larceny upon this 
numerous burglar. 
The ladies who were 
rubbed of the silverware, as above referred to, 
gave their evidence upon examination before 
Judge Henry yesterday, a3 they wished to 
leave the city, being en route for New Mex­ 
ico.

CEMETERY ADDITION. 


The R etaining W all Com pleted—Im prove­ 
m ents Being Made. 


The contract for constructing a retaining 
wall fur forming an em bankm ent along the 
western side of the new addition to the city 
cemetery has been completed, and is a sub­ 
stantial piece of work. 
I t commences a 
short distance south of Y Etreet and runs 
along the west line a distance of 500 feet. It 
is built with the best hard burnt brick and a 
redwood cap. 
The wall is about ten feet in 
bight, witn an outer sloping surface and 
pins to resist the pressure Horn the earth to 
be filled in on the east side. 
I t is two feet 
thick at the base and sloping from the 
outer liae to 
one 
foot 
iu 
width at 
the top. 
The m ortar 
is composed 
of 
one part lime, two parts clean sharp sand, 
and a 6mall amount of cement. 
The wall 
thus constructed is almost as firm as solid 
granite, the m ortar appearing to have a 
stronger quality of resistance than the hard 
red brick cemented in place by it. 
A t inter­ 
vals of six feet, half-inch rods two and a half 
feet long are built into the brick-work, with 
the upper ends extending sufficiently above 
to receive the redwood cap extending the 
length of the wall, which is six by twelve 
inches in dimension, and firmly held in place 
by cap-nuts upon the rods. This cap is neatly 
planed and beveled to each side from the cen­ 
ter aud painted white. 
I t extends back to 
the north line of the Pioneers' plat. 
The 
grading of the new addition back te this 
point 
is 
partially done, 
and 
will 
be 
completed 
as 
goon 
as 
sufficient rains 
shall have fallen to sett'e the ground, as it is 
in such a dusty or pulverized condition at 
present a3 to be impracticable to work. 
W hen completed it will have a gently de- 
scendirg and oval grade from the east Hue of 
t io old cemetery to the retaining wall cn the 
west side of the addition, and, with the curv­ 
ing avenues and streets contemplated by the 
plans, will bo far more artistic and pleasing 
to the eye than if upon a uniform level. The 
slope a t the rear portion of the addition will 
he so great th at the plats or lots will ba 
thrown into terrace-. 
One retaining wall 
about 100 feet long, for the purpose, has s.l- 
raady been built immediately north of the 
Pioneers’ sectiou, and when the others are 
constructed aud the tei races ecu verted into 
lawns, and the whole addition platted and 
set out to trees along its avenues and streets, 
it w ill form the finest part of the City Cem­ 
etery. 
All parts of the cemetery, with its 
former additions, are fast being improved 
and beautified, in which the various orders 
and associations are doing a commendable 
part.
